| have never written to your letters page -- till now. | know you probably get that a lot, who 
doesn't right? Anyway | didn't start out with Invincible with issue one. | thought the artwork was 
a little too ‘light’ and cartoony for my tastes. It seemed less detailed or fully rendered that what 
I'm used to. | like guys like Reis, Perez (George, the master not that new kid) and Deodato Jr. 


Different strokes for different folks. 


But either it was the covers or the trades or just word of mouth from a couple of the guys at 
Geoffrey's Comics in Gardena - one such loud mouthed obnoxious Hispanic dude who calls 
himself Morris - god that guy’s such a prick - | don't know what it was but | ended up getting the 
first trade and then the second and third. 


Dude, Morris is pretty cool, he's just a vociferous dude. 


But ‘Vince’ and | didn't really click, not totally for many, many issues after that - but yet | 
kept hanging on. | guess it's that mentality of "maybe it'll get better" "just give it some more 
time" let's see what this zero-hack Kirkman's got" that sort of thing. | was rather blasé about 
the writing as well. | thought here is a really “kick-ass” variation on the Superman mythos 

but it doesn't seem to be really going anywhere - there didn't seem to be any real or heavy 
characterization going on - at least not from a writing standpoint - but then | think it was really 
the art that kept me from really investing in it and actually reading the words in the balloons as 
if they were more than just words in a balloon. 


Anyway about 20 or so issues ago | noticed the coloring change - which brought out, heightened 
the art a lot more - thus giving me a more crystallized visual of the art itself. NOW | could get 
into the story - | loved the relationships between Mark and his buddy from high school, his failed 
initial relationship with Amber - there were some really cute and comical moments back in the 
earlier issues. 


Then you brought the purple kid in. Eww - Eeyyuucck! | gave that move the ‘kiss of death’ award 
usually only reserved for failing TV shows of the 80's and 90's. You know when a show isn't 
doing too well in the ratings and they want to do something to shake things up a bit - what do 
they do? Bring in a newborn. Wow, how original, how exciting -- yawn. 


So you're reading all of these issues and still nonplussed but continuing to read on? 


The only time | thought Oliver had any real potential as a character is when he exhibited hints 
of possibly turning bad, after having killed a super villain - | thought then he might eventually 
grown into an antagonist for Mark down the road - but sadly no, | never really liked the Oliver 
character - not much anyway. 


Now here today just several days after reading Invincible 75 | felt a pang. | knew that in a big 
magnum opus such as this one, one longer and more involved and even more logically mapped 
out than some of the other things Kirkman’s done during this series, that some pivotal or minorly 
important character(s) would bite the dust. Luckily and smartly it was Oliver. But as | said | felt a 
pang. Mark's reaction, then his cradling Oliver's body in his arms, tears streaming out into space 
- that hurt. | felt that moment and am now just a little more convinced that Kirkman’s probably a 
better writer than | initially gave him credit for. 


After reading 70+ books. 


Plus this is a little reminiscent of Savage Dragon in that a ways into it bone Larsen just changes 
the whole status quo and moves Dragon to some alternate world in which he stayed much to 
much and waaay too long - so long in fact | dropped the book - The Oliver thing was like that 
but even though it was something like 40 or so issues with this kid around, Kirkman was able 
to somewhat cleanly put that genie back in it’s bottle, meaning he was able to restore the 
status quo to an extent. And sure | got a slight jolt at the thought of Omni Man returning to 
earth after the war (if even he survives - which he probably won't - giving Mark that Jor-el/ 

Pa Kent - coming of age thing), but | don't feel that's feasible or desirable at this point. From a 
writing standpoint | could see the angst the resentment, the frustration and all the hurt feelings 
between Omni and Mark’s mom - what’s her face, but then that would only have fuel for a short 
time - plus the man killed a crap load of his former teammates, he’s a wanted fugitive, he’d have 
no place on earth and no one would want him around. 


Anyway | said all that to say this; Thank you Robert Kirkman for being subtle, subdued and very 
crafty. You are indeed a talented writer and a gifted creator. Yes it has finally “gotten good.” 
Both the art and the writing are as close to top notch as you can get - and oh yeah - “invinci- 
force” plowing through-destroying Viltrum? ...Cathartic. Every bit as much a classic climactic 
moment as the destruction of the death star.
